Off Ag enda

KINGSTON — The cou nty ’s social 
serv ices committee has ap p arently re­ 
fu sed a req u est from the welfare com­ 
missioner to ask the leg islatu re for more 
money . 
Commissioner Bernhardt Kramer say s 
he was told that no additional money 
resolu tion wou ld be su bmitted, desp ite 
that fact that he had asked for some 
$215 ,000 to cov er Medicaid and Aid to 
Dep endent Children p rog rams throu g h 
this y ear. 
“I filed a letter with them asking for the 
money , bu t chairman (Ernest) Gardner 
told me that he didn’t think they wou ld 
p u t in a resolu tion for me," Kramer said. 
Last month the commissioner asked for 
and was denied $34 3,7 5 0 for these federal 
and state-req u ired medical and child care 
p rog rams. 
Since that time Kramer has fou nd 
$129,000 in his own mu lti-million dollar 
bu dg et and will be asking the leg islators 
to ap p rov e transfers of fu nds from elev en 
other dep artment accou nts to meet reci­ 
p ient needs. 
Becau se October was an u nu su ally lig ht 
ex p ense month, Kramer estimates that 
he will be able to stretch his p rog ram 
dollars throu g h Nov ember and hop efu lly 
throu g h the beg inning of December. “ Bu t 
there’s no dou bt we’re g oing to hav e a 


deficit,” he say s. 
"W e’ll p robably ru n abou t $800,000 
short by the end of the y ear.’’ That fig u re 
breaks down to abou t $200,000 in cou nty 
cost. The rest is federal and state p aid. 
The leg islatu re has refu sed to ap ­ 
p rop riate any more money for the 197 6 
welfare bu dg et as a p rotest ag ainst what 
it sees as a u nresp onsiv eness by the state 
toward local welfare fu nding p roblems. 
When Kramer does ru n ou t of money , 
the state will p robably take the cou nty to 
cou rt to force p ay ment — and win — as 
it has in other hold-ou t cou nties like Erie 
and 
Du tchess, 
du ring the p ast few 
months. 
Also on the ag enda for tonig ht's meet­ 
ing is a $4 00,000 loan to Ulster Cou nty 
Commu nity Colleg e, which will help that 
institu tion meet its bills u ntil 197 7 state- 
allocated fu nding comes throu g h. 
The colleg e wants the cou nty to sell 
some anticip ated rev enu e notes to cov er 
the loan, and has indicated that it will 
p ay back the fu ll amou nt and any p ossi­ 
bly accu mu lated interest when it’s own 
fu nds come throu g h. 
A date for the p u blic hearing on the 
p rop osed 197 7 cou nty bu dg et will be u p 
for a v ota.

• What powers will the com­ 
mission have? This must be 
known before the legislative 
bill is adopted. 


• What proportion of state 
funds will be made available 
to local governmental units for 
planning? 
• 
I he bill sets up another 
regulatory commission— what 
services will be provided'’ 


• Why is there no provision for 
participation by the State De­ 
partment of Commerce'’ 


Cal Crary of Hardenburgh, 
an outspoken foe of the re 
gional concept, asked Hekler if 
these were the only points to 
be raised 
"No, they are only a start, ” 
Hekler replied. 


Crary expressed concern 
over the makeup of the com­ 
mission. saying "appointees 
from Brooklyn" would cancel 
out the vote* of appointees 
from the Catskill area itself. 
Hekler noted that the Penn 


Central 
Railroad 
plans 
to 
abandon the Catskill Moun­ 
tain branch line. He said the 
right- of- way should not be 
doled out piecemeal but taken 
over in its entirety, since a 22- 
mile stretch near the Ashokan 
Reservoir was deeded to the 
railroad by New York City. A 
provision of the deed restricts 
the land to railroad use and 
provides for its return to the 
city if it is converted for any 
other use. he noted. 


" I want to discuss with the 
( Ulster County Legislature’s) 
Industrial Development Com- 
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mittee the grossibility of the 
county's preserving the right- 
of-way as a tourist attraction. " 


Hekler suggested the road 
could be used for steam- pow­ 
ered excursion trains, which 
are popular in other sections of 
the country but he said the 
proposal by the C atskill 
M ountain Transportation 
Company to take over the rail­ 
road for freight use was not 
economically feasible. 


Planner Dennis Doyle de­ 
scribed a recent meeting with 
Town of Ulster officials and 
the Corps of Engineers to dis­ 
cuss a snag removal and clean-

Esopus Creek as a substitute 
for a flood dike. He suggested 


that the towns of Saugerties 
and Hurley also apply for sur­ 
veys in their areas for possible 
action there.

The 
tru e facts will “cream” the co llege 
admin istratio n . 
No w the co llege wan ts a jo in t in ­ 
v estigatio n an d hav e a p art in de­ 
termin in g the activ ities an d cau ses o f 
the rio t. In the p ast the co llege has 
fo llo wed the gu idelin es o f “han ds o ff’ 
o f what go es o n in the hu b o f New 
Paltz. Let the co llege an d its agen cies 
mak e their o wn in v estigatio n an d re­ 
p o rt. Ev ery bo dy can p redict what su ch 
rep o rts will be. Ho w can y o u ex p ect 
an y better resu lt than the co llege has 
fo r y ears u sed, as p art o f their so -called 
edu catio n al p ro gram? We n o w hav e 
su n shin e laws to ex p o se the terrible 
co n du ct. 
Let u s hav e an im p artial in v estiga­ 
tio n , witho u t the co n tro l an d in flu en ce 
o f the co llege. 
It is easy to figu re o u t why the 
co llege su dden ly is so co n cern ed with 


what is go in g o n in the v illage. In the 
p ast they hav e shu n n ed an d av io ded 
co n cern o f all o ff-camp u s activ ities. 
We n eed to adju st o u r edu catio n 
sy stem, an d train o u r p eo p le to m ain ­ 
tain bu sin ess an d p erfo rm the jo bs an d 
mak e it flo u rish, that will rev erse the 
lo ss o f 200,000 jo bs recen tly , mo stly to 
n eighbo rin g states. 
We mu st drastically cu rb the u n ­ 
p ro du ctiv e, en o rmo u sly co stly , edu ca­ 
tio n al admin istratio n which is drain ­ 
in g o u r state eco n o my lifeblo o d. 
In the p ast the co llege admin is­ 
tratio n n ev er wo u ld do an y thin g to 
cu rb, co n tro l, o r edit that o bscen e, 
filthy , p u trid, ro tten , co llege p ap er, 
the “Oracle,” claimin g that the stu ­ 
den ts p aid fo r the p ap er. Ho wev er, the 
tax p ay ers p ro v ide the bu ildin g, the 
ex p en siv e, mo dem p rin tin g p ress an d 
eq u ip men t, salaries, an d cu sto dial ex ­ 
p en ses. The co llege sho u ld do its 
ho mewo rk first an d clean u p the cam ­ 
p u s befo re try in g to u se the same 
medicin e o f “co v er u p ” o n New Paltz. 
We do n o t wan t o r n eed the in flu en ce 
an d co n tro l fro m the co llege in this 
in v estigatio n , w hich co u ld co n ­ 
tamin ate the tru th.

Wha t a b o ut Ho sp ita l No -Smo k ing ? 


It is the reco gn ized du ty o f all p u blicists 
to dep lo re an American electio n so o n 
after it is o v er, an d to co mp are it, to its 
disadv an tage, with mo re civ ilized p rac­ 
tices in o ther n atio n s, n o tably Great 
Britain . There, as we k n o w, an electio n 
that lasts mo re than fiv e week s is co n ­ 
sidered ex cessiv e. Year-lo n g ritu als, in 
En glan d, are reserv ed fo r ro y al co u rtship s 
an d co n feren ces o n Rho desia. 
Bu t as we also k n o w, o r sho u ld, in 
Britain the p arty leader is selected by 
so methin g less than the majo rity o f the 
British v o ters. He is selected by the 
members o f his o wn p arty in Co mmo n s. 
A camp aign to achiev e the majo rity su p ­ 
p o rt o f say , 3 00 MP's, tak es mu ch less 
time than a camp aign to co u rt the majo ri­ 
ty o f the v o ters o f New Hamp shire. 
So mu ch fo r the chief o f go v ern men t. 
The chief o f state issu es fro m the co n ju gal 
su ccess o f the reign in g family , with the 
u n derstan din g that if there is a male 
o ffsp rin g, the female o ffsp rin g do n o t 
co u n t. If ERA ev er co mes to Great Brit­ 
ain , so mu ch fo r that cu sto m. Kin g 
Edward VII wo u ld hav e been Qu een 
Victo ria II, an d Go d k n o ws who — tho u gh 
o n e co u ld, with p atien ce, figu re it o u t — 
wo u ld be so v ereign to day . 
In America, all k in dB o f p ro p o sals hav e 
been made. They ten d to go away so o n 
after the p residen tial electio n . In p art 
becau se there is p recio u s little that can 
be do n e. Jo hn Co n n ally su ggested, du rin g 
the sp rin g p rimaries, that n o member o f 
Co n gress sho u ld be p ermitted to ru n fo r 
Presiden t u n less he had resign ed his seat 
befo re Jan u ary o f the y ear p recedin g the 
gen eral electio n . That wo u ld certain ly 
hav e dep o p u lated the Sen ate this time 
aro u n d, begin n in g in Jan u ary o f 19 75. 
A mo re v iable su ggestio n is to mo v e the 
n o min atin g co n v en tio n s fo rward, say to 
late Au gu st. A step in that directio n was 
tak en when the in terv al between the two 
co n v en tio n s was stretched to fo u r an d 
ev en fiv e week s. What hap p en s then is 
that the p rimary co n test lasts lo n ger if it 
go es do wn to the wire — as fo r in stan ce 
the co n test between Ro n ald Reagan an d 
Gerald Fo rd — an d there is little relief. 
If the n o min atio n s are sewn u p by early 
this y ear — then there is a hiatu s o f so rts, 
bu t n o t o n e that brin gs tru e tran q u ility . 
There is n o su ch thin g as a gen u in e 
v acatio n fro m a p residen tial co n test, ev en 
as there is n o su ch thin g as a su rcease o f 
ardo r du rin g a tru e co u rtship . Still, this 
wo u ld be an imp ro v emen t. 
Nex t in lin e in freq u en cy o f p ro p o sal is 
the regio n al p rimary . If the co u n try were 
div ided in to , say , fiv e regio n s, an d all the 
states in o n e regio n ran their p rimaries o n 
the same day , then can didates wo u ld n o t 
hav e, as they do n o w, p o ten tially 5 0 lev ers 
o n o u r atten tio n . 


On ce again y o u ru n in to the difficu lty 
o f ho w to en fo rce su ch a refo rm. There are 
v ery few p o wers o n earth that can fo rce 
the p eo p le o f New Hamp shire, in which 
millio n s o f do llars are sp en t, to aban do n 
its early p rimary . An y time a state co mes 
alo n g in ten din g to o u tsit New Hamp shire 
by schedu lin g an ev en earlier p rimary , 
the mean s o f retaliatio n are readily ap ­ 
p aren t. 
The co n tro l o f ex p en ses seems n o t really 
to hav e wo rk ed. All it mean t was that 
can didates sp en t less time wo o in g v o ters, 
mo re wo o in g co n tribu to rs. In div idu al sen ­ 
ato rs an d co n gressmen co mp lain ed du r­ 
in g the electio n seaso n that as man y as 
5 0 p er cen t o f their ap p earan ces were 
befo re small gro u p s o f p eo p le fro m who m 
it was ho p ed to wrest two to $10,000; o ften 
mu ch less. Sin ce the Su p reme Co u rt has 
su ggested that so me fo rms o f mo n ey 
raisin g can n o t be co n stitu tio n ally p ro ­ 
hibited, o n e mu st dedu ce that cho k in g o ff 
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the p u rse strin gs wo n ’t wo rk . 
Pro bably n o thin g will wo rk sav e a 
tap erin g o ff o f ambitio n . If ev er matu rity 
sho u ld tru ly hit u s, we wo u ld fin d that 
go v ern men t o ffice at whatev er lev el was 
a ro u tin e thin g. Bu t this co u ld hap p en 
o n ly after a tru e cry stallizatio n o f a 
n atio n al co n sen su s — aro u n d the p ro p o si­ 
tio n that go v ern men t sho u ld p lay a fin ite 
ro le in hu man affairs, o ilin g the n av y , 
scru bbin g its statu es, admin isterin g ju s­ 
tice, an d help in g to chan n el help fro m the 
richer states to the p o o rer states, as 
abso lu tely req u ired. Then it will be lik e 
Switzerlan d, where n o bo dy k n o ws the 
p residen t's n ame, bu t ev ery o n e k n o ws 
that it do esn ’t really m atter. 
A small additio n to these refo rms wo u ld 
call fo r a co mp u lso ry o n e-day v acatio n fo r 
all co lu mn ists who se shedu le calls fo r 
writin g a co lu mn the day befo re a n a­ 
tio n al electio n , which is schedu led to be 
p u blished after the n atio n al electio n .

WASHINGTON—On e o f the big issu es 
o f the p residen tial camp aign has been 
u n emp lo y men t. We’v e had so man y dif­ 
feren t figu res o n who is o u t o f wo rk an d 
who isn ’t, that n o bo dy k n o ws what to 
believ e an y mo re. On e o f the reaso n s we 
can ’t get hard figu res o n u n emp lo y men t 
is that there is a certain segmen t o f the 
p o p u latio n that isn ’t su re whether it 
wan ts to wo rk o r n o t. 
So metimes this segmen t is in clu ded in 
the figu res an d so metimes it isn ’t. 
I disco v ered this the o ther day when I 
was hav in g a drin k with my frien d Clan ­ 
cy . 
Clan cy has a 21-y ear-o ld so n who is 
u n emp lo y ed. As Clan cy ex p lain ed it to 
me, his so n Ro bert is screwin g u p the 
u n emp lo y men t statistics becau se so me 
day s he wan ts to wo rk an d o ther day s he 
do esn ’t. 
“This mo rn in g I wen t in to Ro bert’s 
ro o m,” Clan cy said, “an d he was sack ed 
o u t after arriv in g ho me at fo u r in the 
mo rn in g. I sho o k him an d ask ed him if he 
was go in g to lo o k fo r wo rk to day . He said 
he might in the aftern o o n . I to ld him mo st 
jo bs adv ertised in the n ewsp ap ers were 
tak en by aftern o o n , an d that if he was 
serio u s abo u t wan tin g a jo b he had to get 
u p early in the mo rn in g to fin d o n e. Was 
I bein g u n reaso n able?” 
I to ld Clan cy I didn ’t thin k so . 
My frien d said, "The p ro blem seems to 


be that Ro bert isn ’t certain he wan ts a 
jo b. He claims that mo st o f the jo bs bein g 
o ffered are n o t v ery in terestin g an d re­ 
q u ire y o u to do thin gs y o u weren ’t train ed 
to do .” 
“W hat is Ro bert train ed to do ?” 
"No thin g,” Clan cy said. “He has three 
y ears o f co llege an d majo red in p sy ­ 
cho lo gy . There are v ery few jo bs o p en fo r 
so meo n e who has three y ears o f p sy ­ 
cho lo gy . It’s n o t en o u gh p sy cho lo gy fo r 
so me p erso n n el man agers, an d it’s to o 
mu ch p sy cho lo gy fo r o thers.” 


"Did he say what he wo u ld lik e to do ?” 
“ He isn ’t su re. He to ld me he wo u ld lik e 
to mak e a lo t o f mo n ey so I wo u ldn ’t bu g 
him all the time abo u t gettin g a jo b. I 
thin k he wo u ld lik e to start o ff as an 
ex ecu tiv e v ice p residen t o f a large co rp o ­ 
ratio n where he co u ld get sto ck o p tio n s 
an d bo n u ses at the en d o f the y ear an d 
hav e the u se o f the co mp an y airp lan e o n 
week en ds.” 
"Well, y o u hav e to adm it he has set his 
sights high.” 
"In o n e way he has, bu t in an o ther way 
he say s while he wan ts to mak e a lo t o f 
mo n ey , he do esn ’t wan t to be co rru p ted 
by the sy stem. He to ld me he's n o t go in g 
to ‘sell o u t.’” 
"T hat’s adm irable,” I said. "I admire 
so meo n e who wan ts to mak e a lo t o f 
mo n ey an d do esn ’t wan t to 'sell cu t.’ He 


hasn ’t to ld y o u ho w he p lan s to do this, 
has he?” 
“ He say s in o u r sy stem it can ’t be do n e, 
so why sho u ld he lo o k fo r a jo b?” 
"T hat three y ears o f p sy cho lo gy mu st 
hav e had a big imp act o n him.” 
“I feel terrible abo u t it," Clan cy said,

p eo p le try in g to fin d jo bs that it seems 
u n fair to hav e so meo n e lik e Ro bert 
lu mp ed in with them. I gu ess there are 
tho u san ds o f k ids lik e him who wan t to 
start at the to p , so it’s imp o ssible fo r the 
Labo r Dep artmen t to k n o w ho w man y 
jo bs they hav e to p ro v ide to mak e the 
eco n o my stro n g again ." 
“May be Co n gress co u ld p ass a sp ecial 
bill fo r p eo p le lik e Ro bert. They co u ld set 
aside 3 00 o r 4 00 ex ecu tiv e v ice p residen ­ 
tial p o sitio n s that k ids who dro p p ed o u t 
o f Bcho o l co u ld ap p ly fo r,” I su ggested. 
“It wo u ld be a so lu tio n ,” Clan cy ad- 
n itted, "p ro v idin g the go v ern n en t was 
willin g to in terv iew them after two o ’clo ck 
in the after n o o n . Yo u can ’t ex p ect k ids 
lik e Ro bert, with their edu catio n al back ­ 
gro u n ds an d u p brin gin g, to start lo o k in g 
fo r wo rk in the mo rn in g.”

These fo reig n po lice, 
we cha rg ed, o pera te inside the 
United Sta tes with the full kno wl­ 
edg e a nd co o pera tio n o f the CIA. 


Intellig ence so urces tell us tha t 
the CIA ha s ev en co ndo ned v io ­ 
la tio ns o f U.S. la ws by such po lice 
a g encies a s Chile’s DINA a nd 
So uth Ko rea ’s KCIA. The CIA, in 
turn, is a llo wed to o pera te in their 
co untries o n the sa me ba sis. 


Fo r ex amp le, the Iran ian secret p o lice 
fo rce, SAVAK, was actu ally o rgan ized 
an d train ed by the CIA. SAVAK’s bag o f 
trick s, lik e the CIA's, in clu des illegal 
b re a k -in s, w ire ta p s an d fo rgeries. 
SAVAK agen ts, lik e their CIA co u n ­ 
terp arts, also hide behin d v ario u s “co v ­ 
ers.” 


Mo st SAVAK agen ts in this co u n try 
p reten d to be dip lo mats. They o p erate 
u n der the directio n o f Man su r Rafizadeh, 
who claims to be an “attache" with Iran ’s 
Un ited Natio n s missio n . 


Do cu men ts fro m SAVAK's o wn secret 
files, o btain ed by tru sted so u rces an d 
v erified by o ther reliable so u rces, describe 
ho w its agen ts hav e the ru n o f Iran ian 
embassies an d co n su lates aro u n d the 
wo rld. 


A secret memo ran du m to all Iran ’s 
ambassado rs, sign ed by Fo reign Min ister 
Abbas Ali Khalatbari, in stru cts them to 
“treat (SAVAK agen ts) as y o u do o ther 
members o f the co n su late.” 


SAVAK o p erativ es “sho u ld be allo wed 
to atten d all meetin gs which are regu larly 
held,” directs the fo reign min ister, "... so 
that they wo u ld be in fo rmed o f the cu r­ 
ren t affairs o f the embassy .” 


On a recen t o ccasio n , a SAVAK agen t 
in dip lo matic disgu ise go t carried away 
an d gran ted an in terv iew to a rep o rter. He 
receiv ed a secret rep riman d fro m Tehran . 


The secret message co mp lain ed that he 
had giv en the rep o rter his “real n ame an d 
su bm itted in fo rmatio n which was n o t 
adv isable to m en tio n .” Fu tu re in terv iews, 
declared the message, “sho u ld either be 
han dled by the ambassado r o r the p erso n 
in charge.” 


On ly in an emergen cy , when a legit­ 
imate 
dip lo mat 
is 
u n av ailable, 
can 
SAVAK agen ts n o w sp eak to the p ress. 
Bu t they mu st u se “an assu med n ame" 
an d mak e su re headq u arters is "co n su lted 
befo rehan d.” 


The secret SAVAK p ap ers in dicate that 
the agen ts sp en d mu ch o f their time 
recru itin g in fo rman ts. On e memo ran du m 
fro m Tehran warn s SAVAK agen ts o f the 
dan gers o f p ay in g in fo rman ts by check s, 
which can be traced to o easily . This 
mak es the “secu rity o f the o p eratio n s an d 
so u rces v u ln erable,” cau tio n s the memo . 
Therefo re, the memo adds, it will be 
“n ecessary fo r o p eratio n al leaders to 
mak e arran q emen ts to trav el to their 
resp ectiv e territo ries ... in o rder to p ay the 
so u rces’ salaries an d o p eratio n s ex p en ses 
in cash.” 
Mo st SAVAK in fo rman ts, acco rdin g to 
o u r so u rces, are u sed to in filtrate dissi­ 
den t stu den t gro u p s su ch as the Wo rld 
Co n federatio n o f Iran ian Stu den ts (Na­ 
tio n al Un io n ). This is the gro u p that 
o ccu p ied the Iran ian embassy in Gen ev a 
last Ju n e an d staged a n o isy p ro test in 
Baltimo re again st the award o f an ho n ­ 
o rary do cto rate degree to the shah’s sister 
by Jo hn s Ho p k in s Un iv ersity . 
No less than the shah, mean while, has 
ack n o wledged that SAVAK agen ts are 
“check in g u p o n an y bo dy who beco mes 
affiliated 
with 
circles, 
o rgan izatio n s 
ho stile to my co u n try .” 
Fo o tn o te: Rep . Lee Hamilto n , D.-In d., 
who heads a Ho u se in v estigatio n s su b­ 
co mmittee, has assu red o u r asso ciate Jo e 
Sp ear there will be a fu ll co n gressio n al 
in v esti gatio n o f fo reign in telligen ce o p er­ 
atio n s in the Un ited States. Rep . Do n ald 
Fraser, D.-Min n ., has already ask ed the 
CIA abo u t its arran gemen ts with fo reign 
in telligen ce agen cies. 
MAVERICK BATTLE: Deep in side the 
Pen tago n , a bitter battle is ragin g be­ 
tween two o f the Nav y 's mo st resp ected 
mav erick s, Adm. Hy man Rick o v er an d 
co st-cu tter Go rdo n Ru le. 
Ru le has u rged the Nav y to p ay a hu ge 
claim to the gian t Ten n eco co n glo merate 
fo r co st o v erru n claims o n ship s bein g 
bu ilt at the firm’s Newp o rt News ship ­ 
y ards. Rick o v er wan ts to p ay Ten n eco 
o n ly what the co n tracts an d su bstan ­ 
tiated claims call fo r. 
In a classified memo to Nav y o fficials, 
Ru le belittled Rick o v er’s attem p ts to 
mak e Ten n eco stick to the o rigin al deal.

In additio n , he charged, o n e o f 
Rick o v er’s aides had “u su rp ed n ego ­ 
tiatin g au tho rity " an d the admiral was 
mak in g “fren zied” effo rts to co v er it u p . 
Rick o v er p ro mp tly sho t back a memo to 
Chief o f Materials F.H. Michaelis charg­ 
in g Ru le with co mmittin g a “gro ss in ­ 
ju stice” again st his aide. Ru le, the ad­ 
miral fu med, was u sin g "u n su p p o rted 
allegatio n s to ju stify the u n warran ted 
p ay men t o f ten s o f millio n s o f do llars o f 
tax p ay er fu n ds" to Ten n eco .

As a resu lt o f the behin d-the-scen es 
flap , Adm. Michaelis haB issu ed o rders 
strip p in g Ru le o f his au tho rity as the 
co n tract su p erv iso r o n an im p o rtan t Ten ­ 
n eco claim.

Well, our quadrennial distraction is over 
and we, the American people, have made our 
choice of a President. Enough said - until we 
see what a year of campaigning has left of 
him.

each and every one of them will he coming 
up for election again. 
Which is as good an opening as any to set 
down, once again, that m y judgment of our 
top leadership is still based on its ability to 
face those harsh realities to which I have 
already referred. 
We live in one world, the presently much 
too separate parts of which were never before 
as dependent on one another as now. How 
do we get disinvolved from our putting our 
present preoccupation with ideas for killing 
each other ahead of learning to live together? 
When do we really start mobilizing our best 
brains and their accumulated knowledge to 
solve the shortage of safe, replenishable 
energy that threatens the whole civilized 
world? 
It was wryly amusing, last month, to read 
of the haggling between gasoline-driven au­ 
tomobile manufacturers and their help - 
when both sides know that we are only a 
generation or so away from running out of 
the gasoline to drive anything, 
And "wry 
is too mild a word to qualify 
any thoughtful man’s contemplation of not 
one villain but the lot of us still multiplying 
nuclear devices. No one has yet come up 
with even a notion of how to dispose of their 
lethal residues - let alone their ability to 
annihilate us all! 
So what are the people we’ve elected to run 
things for us going to do about it? That's 
what I will be waiting to hear, see or read.

Mondale to join him today in 
a joyful reunion before holding 
their first news conference as 
president and vice president­ 
elect. 


The Democratic victor 
planned to meet this afternoon 
with his runningmate, who 
was flying down from his home 
in Minnesota, and then to es­ 
cort Mondale to the now-fa­ 
miliar abandoned train depot 
for a 7:30 p.m. EST question- 
and-answer session with re­ 
porters. 
Aides said Carter and Mon­ 
dale would use their first post­ 
election meeting to go over 
plans for their transition to 
power next January after get­ 
ting President Ford’s promise 
to provide all assistance pos­ 
sible. Carter scheduled earlier 
transition talks with his own 


staffers and planned to spend 
several hours alone with Mon­ 
dale later. 
Then, on Friday or Satur­ 
day, Carter—in a reversal of 
earlier plans—will depart 
Plains for a vacation with his 
family, probably lasting about 
a week. Aides said Carter had 
not yet picked a destination 
but one possibility was the 
lush resort of Sea Island, Ga., 
where Carter spent a week 
relaxing after the last of the 
Democratic presidential pri­ 
maries in June. 


Carter came home at sunrise 
Wednesday after claiming vic­ 
tory in Atlanta, and he was 
moved to tears during an emo­ 
tional appearance before hun­ 
dreds of neighbors who had 
waited through the night to 
greet him at the depot. 
He returned to the station in 
mid-afternoon to publicly 
thank Ford after getting a per­ 
sonal telephone call of con­ 


gratulations from the Presi­ 
dent. 
Praising Ford for “ the 
strong, well-planned and effec­ 
tive campaign that he ran,” 
Carter said, "I am particularly 
grateful for his offer of close 
cooperation during the transi­ 
tion period’’ and “ I will take 
full advantage of that offer.” 
In three appearances 
Wednesday, Carter made clear 
that he was eager to get down 
to the business of government 
and gain widespread public 
support after being elected 
with a sweep of the Deep 
South but without the broad 
mandate he had sought 
elsewhere. 
R epeating the basic theme of 
his 22-month long campaign, 
Carter spoke of a need to make 
the government “ a source of 
pride again,” to build "a beau­ 
tiful new spirit in this coun­ 
try,” and give the nation 
strong leadership from the 
White House. 


Fo r Fo rd Ca mp a ig n: 
It Was the Last Crowd 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
was the last crowd of President 
Ford’s campaign. 
The election was over. Ford 
had gone to bed Tuesday night 
with the first reports coming in 
that Jimmy Carter would be 
the next president. By the 
time he awoke Wednesday 
morning the news was firm: 
the election was lost. 
Ford congratulated Carter 
by phone, then publicly con­ 
ceded. Afterwards, he plunged 
into the crowd of reporters in 
the White House press room, 
prolonging the emotion of the 
last frenetic days, the struggle 
for the one more vote that 
never came. 
The word is the family plans 
to rest for a week or 10 days in 
Palm Springs, Calif., probably 
beginning Saturday. Mrs. 
Ford says "of course” she will 
help R osalynn Carter learn the 
intricacies of White House­ 
keeping, and the President 
pledged 
his 
assistance 
to 
Carter in planning the transi­ 
tion of the world’s most pow­ 
erful office. 
And after that? The Fords 
will return to the house in 
Alexandria, Va„ which they 
left two years ago when R ich­ 
ard Nixon’s resignation thrust 
them into he White House. 
The children had persuaded 
their parents not to sell it. 
Ford reportedly has con­ 
sidered going into law practice 
here, and has mentioned to 
friends that he might like to 
teach a course in a college 
somewhere. 


On Wednesday, his voice 
had sunk to a whisper and he 
needed a steam treatment on 
his throat before making his 
statement. At the last minute, 
the family agreed "the real 
spokesman," Ford’s wife Bet­ 
ty, would read the telegram 
that went to Carter. All of 
them stood behind her on the 
podium. 
“ I congratulate you on your 
victory ... we must now put 
divisions of the campaign be­ 
hind us,” read Mrs. Ford, a 
pillar of strength. Tears filled 
the eyes of 19-year-old Susan. 
The President bit his lower lip. 
"Although there will con­ 


tinue to be disagreements over 
the best means to use in pursu­ 
ing our goals, I want to assure 
you that you have my com­ 
plete and wholehearted sup­ 
port as you take the office this 
January ... may God bless you 
and your family as you under- 
take your new responsi­ 
bilities.” 


After the First Lady said, 
“ thank you very much,” there 
was silence. 
Ford 
began working 
the 
crowd one more time, shaking 
hands with each reporter and 
staff member in the room. 
There was small talk, about 
football. There were lumps in 
many throats.

The R oman hierarchy 
isolated abortion as a major 
issue and had, after a meeting 
with Carter, singled out the 
Georgian as not being respon­ 
sive to the Church’s position 
which called for a constitu­ 


tional amendment banning all 
abortions. 
However, while the issue 
may have taken some votes 
away from Carter in Tuesday’s 
election, he still carried the 
most heavily Catholic state of 
R hode Island as well as heavily 
Catholic Massachussets, Mar­ 
yland and Pennsylvania. 


As a "bom again” Southern 
Baptist, Carter holds firmly to 
a strict notion of the separa­ 
tion of church and state. It was 


that principle he attempted to 
apply in his oft-stated abor 
tion position: that he while he 
personally opposed abortion.

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There’s a Lot of Us Who Just Have the Urge to Help Other People 


(By UP1) 
One in four Americans vol­ 
unteers his or her services to 
help others. 
Ruth Drummond of Long 
Beach, Calif., is typical So are 
80 of the 83 members of the 
Novato, Calif., Rotary Club 
and Mrs 
Julius Coven of 
Worcester. Mass. 
Mrs. Drummond, who has 
limited use of one hand as a 
result of an accident, is a 
volunteer at a Long Beach 
hospital. Her duties have in­ 
cluded serving coffee to vis­ 
itors and escorting patients to 
treatment rooms and X-ray. 
The Rotahans built a 30- 
unit housing project for senior 
citizens in Novato. By volun­ 
teering their services, they 
saved enough money to keep 
apartment rentals at $120- 
$130 a month instead of the 
$200 normal in their area 
Their volunteers included a 
bank manager, a mortician, an 
Air Force genera^, the post­ 
master, a clergyman and a 
college president. 
Mrs. Coven is a certified 
braillist 
who established a 
braille university for volun­ 
teers to help meet demand for 
student materials and books. 
“ To help people is a natural 
urge," says Harriet Naylor, di­ 
rector of volunteer develop­ 
ment for the U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare 
Mrs. Naylor's office is a na­ 
tional clearinghouse to publi­ 
cize the need for volunteers 
and help organizations that 
need volunteers to go about 
finding them. 
Service clubs casting about 
for a cause ask her office for 
speakers who can give advice. 
“ In H EW we work through 
state and local organizations. 
We have found 27 laws so far 
that call for or recommend 
volunteers,” she said. 
“ We are developing a system 
for involving volunteers to re­ 
cruit and train other volun­ 
teers. We are a supportive ser­ 
vice, not a direct volunteer 
. recruiting service. We have 
surveyed the field to find 
where help is needed and 
where laws permit volunteer 
help. 
"Community mental health 
organizations wouldn’t exist 
without 
volunteers. 
Public 
schools need volunteers for 
tutoring 
and as 
classroom 
aides. A volunteer might give 
a slide show of vacation pic­ 
tures for a geography lesson. 
.Another might share a hobby 
such as macrame, the kind of 
thing teachers don’t have time 
for. 
“ Pupils respond to the fact 
that someone who isn't paid 
will help. It gives a child a 
better self-concept.” 


In New York City, Don 
Bates 
is co-chairman with 
John Paluszek of the public 
service committee of the New 
York chapter of the Public 
Relations Society of America. 
Through the committee, 
PRSA membervolunteers help 
community organizations in a 
wide variety of wavs. Bates 
and Paluszek would like to see 
similar programs nationwide, 
with professionals in other 
fields (law and the press, for 
instance) working both on a 
one-to-one basis and training 
staff and volunteers in the 
community agencies to run 
them on their own after the 
PRSA people withdraw. 


“ People need someone to 
argue with the landlord about 
eviction, they need legal ser­ 
vices or tutoring for kids or 
transportation to and from 
hospital* and health clinics,” 
Bates feaid in an interview. 
“ Tt* demand for volunteers 
far Aceeds the supply. We 
.vant to help organizations im­ 
prove their management ca­ 
pacities.”

for advancement to a more 
interesting or responsible job 
are sometimes to blame, or

He said agen­ 
cies in rough locations should 
try to protect their volunteers,

"We could have sold 150 
tables if we had the room," he 
says. “ The hobby is growing 
by leaps and bounds.” 
Serious baseball card collec­ 
tors from as far away as Cali­ 
fornia and New York will be 
arriving with big boxes stuffed 
full of the little cardboard 
car is. 
They will be trading with 
other collectors, selling to the 
public and buying at auctions.

ROCKFORD, HI. (UPI) - The five pub­ 
lic high schools of Rockford's School District 
205 will have their “ homecoming” this fall 
— without football. 
Two months ago the residents of Rockford, 
second largest city in Illinois, rejected a 
referendum which would have provided tax 
funds to keep football, basketball, marching 
bands, cheerleaders, music concerts, debate 
teams — anything that requires after school 
time. 
It was a record turnout in the city of 
150,000. The vote against the proposition 
was 2 to 1. 
Now, school buildings close daily at 4 p.m. 
All extracurricular programs are eliminated 
for at least one year. 
, 
Rockford may be only the beginning, ac­ 
cording to Arthur T. Johnson, the city’s 
superintendent of schools. 
"On the basis of phone calls I’m getting 
daily from school officials throughout the 
country, Johnson said. “ I’d say many dis- 


tricts are facing the same decisions we were 
up against when we made our cutbacks." 
Those decisions, he said, left the district 
with "no other way to go” but to ask the 
voters to approve higher taxes. He ex­ 
plained. 
First, there were the pressures of inflation. 
Add in what he called “ overzealous ex­ 
pansion programs initiated in the financially 
affluent years of the early 1960s." Then there 
was the inability of the school board to 
generate more tax dollars. Finally, there was 
"the involuntary burden of carrying ex­ 
pensive government-oandated programs.” 
To illustrate how costs outran available 
funds, Johnson cited the city’s special 
education and drivers’ education programs. 
"Our special ed program is regarded as one 
of the best in the Midwest and possibly the 
best in Illinois," the superintendent said.

Th ere’s Hop e for Old Car 


S AN DIEGO (UPI) - A 
college professor say* you can 
get better mileage and cut 
pollution on your old car, 
Dr. William D. Guentzler, 
associate professor of the De­ 
partment of Industrial Studies 
at San Diego State University 
bases this contention on some 
research he has done. It simply 
shows gasoline 
mileage on 
older cars can be increased by 
as much as 20 per cent and 
pollutants decreased con­ 


siderably wtth installation of 
electronic ignition systems. 
Most new cars have such 
systems. Older ones don’t. A 
kit to install one in an older car 
can be had for $50. Guentzler 
says the handy home auto me­ 
chanic can usually manage the 
installation. 
Guentzler feels so strongly 
about the value of installing 
electronic ignitions in older 
cars, he has been pushing for 
a state law to require them. 


But, since electronic igni­ 
tions are not now required in 
older cars, Guentzler says car 
owners should consider their 
advantages against some other 
factors before deciding to put 
them in. 
On the plus side, in addition 
to better mileage and less pol­ 
lution, are more time between 
needed 
tuneups, 
increased 
spark plug life and elimination 
of breaker points in the dis­ 
tributor. 
Just two miles a gallon in 
better mileage would quickly 
cover the investment in the 
new ignition for a car driven 
12,000 to 20,000 miles a year. 
But the driver must also con­ 
sider whether he will keep the 
car for a while or whether the 
ignition unit he installs can be 
adapted to another vehicle.

None of the hostages was 
inju red in the ex plosion.

Jy ongchu l told parliament the 
two deserters ev idently had 
been u nhappy with military 
life. 
Lee said the soldiers, Sgt. 
Lee Jong-in and Pv t. Choi 
Chiy u ng, broke into the Cen­ 
tral Hotel before dawn, climb­ 
ing to the sev enth floor by an 
emergency staircase. 
Armed with rifles, the sol­ 
diers rou nded u p 14 persons — 
fou r Korean women, nine Ko­ 
rean men and a Japanese man 
into one room, ordering 


with 
them to face the wail 
their hands raised. 
"The soldiers were ex treme­ 
ly nerv ou s 
and ru de to girl 
hostages," 
Lee said. “I 
am 
afraid that one girl was sex u al­ 
ly assau lted.” 
The abdu ctors, Lee said, did 
not indicate specifically what 
prompted the hotel takeov er, 
bu t 
frequ ently 
complained 
abou t heav y workloads at their 
army u nit ou tside Seou l. 
Abou t one hou r after the 
siege began, Lee said, the sol­ 
diers freed the only foreign 
hostage — a Japanese identi­ 
fied only as Kato — after he 
pleaded that he had to go back 
to Toky o on a morning flight.

for liqu or, Lee said. 
The rem aining hostages 
were held abou t fou r hou rs.
